On the Northern Russian front 
the Germans have extended their 
withdrawal move to 
include 
the 
force recently landed on tho Wor­ 
rier peninsula, after the capture ot 
Oesel and Moon Islands at the en­ 
trance to the Gulf of Riga.

landing was viewed at the time as 
a threat against Reval .the Russian 
naval base on the Gulf of Finland, 
and as a possible prelude to even 
more extensive land operations by 
th* Germans in the

lVtrograd. 
The withdrawal leaves 
the Germans without a foothold on 
the Chthonian coast, attempts by 
them to follow up the original land­ 
ing by putting troops ashore north 
arid south of the peninsula having 
railed, according to Russian report. 
There has been prevalent absump­ 
tion, however, there never was in­ 
tention by the Germans 
to 
push 
their Jtiga operations much beyond 
the na>a1 stage this fall, the view 
being the threat against the Gulf of 
Finland‘may have been a diversion 
for political effect in Russia.
